Census Tract Information 


Local health departments 
fornia took active part getting 
their counties census tracted for the 
1960 census. 1950 only six counties 
California were census tracted and 
these only three were fully tracted. 
This year out counties are 
fully census tracted. These include all 
the metropolitan area counties and 
represent approximately percent 
the population. Twenty-four health 
jurisidictions are represented these 
health departments are coding vital 
events census tract for 1960 and 
they are planning tabulations for local 
areas which will provide detail age, 
sex, race, cause death and possibly 
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other variables. The Department will 
obtain copies all local tabulations 
census tract for use its special 
studies. 


Detailed Planning Tabulations 


the fall 1959 the Department 
entered the phase detailed planning 
activity which will continue until pro- 
duction final tabulations the data 
begin. The assignment determine 
the detail Departmental 
data needs and the needs other 
consumers was undertaken study 
committee research and statistical 
staff representing broad cross-sec- 
tion program interests.

The committee early came the 
conclusion that although reference 
tables showing quantitative descrip- 
tion (rates and ratios) are needed 
soon possible, the limiting factor 
working with sufficient numbers 
events provide reliable for 
small areas and for characteristics 
having low frequency will make 
necessary use three years’ events 
for most analytical purposes.

Attorney General Opinions 


Two recent opinions from the At- 
torney General’s office have been 
given response requests from Dr. 
Maleolm Merrill, State Director 
Public Health. The first concerns 
tuberculosis control; the second con- 
cerns the use condemned poultry 
the manufacture pet food. 

The first opinion states that 
person suspected having tubercu- 
losis refuses submit examina- 
tion the health officer, action may 
instituted compel such examina- 
tion. The opinion further states, how- 
ever, that simpler procedure would 
issue quarantine order. this 
quarantine violated, the 
violator may prosecuted the 
same manner any other recalcitrant 
tuberculous person and may con- 
fined medical facility the court 
sees fit. 

The second opinion states that the 
California Pure Foods Act prohibits 
the use condemned poultry 
animal foods, and that such use may 
not authorized regulation. Dr. 
Merrill asked for opinion the 
matter because request au- 
thorize the shipment condemned 
poultry from poultry packing plants 
other states California for the 
manufacture canned animal food. 

The opinion states that the Cali- 
fornia Administrative Code specifies 
the standard for ingredients animal 
foods the same for food in- 
tended for human consumption and 
that such ingredients ‘‘must conform 
the provisions section 26470 
the California Health and Safety 

The Health and Safety Code sec- 
tion 26470 states that food shall 
considered adulterated ‘‘if consists 
animal the product diseased 
The adulteration food 
and the manufacture and importation 
into California adulterated food 
are prohibited Health and Safety 
Code sections 26510 and 26515, and 
section 26519 violation con- 
stitutes misdemeanor. amend the 
regulation conflict with these 
sections would render the regulation 
invalid. 

The Attorney General’s office con- 
that the legislature has pro- 
hibited the use diseased poultry 
animal food, and only the legislature 
may permit such use amending the 
Pure Foods Act.

highly-infective type staphylo- 
known number Solano county jack 
rabbits, University California 
veterinary scientist 
Dr. John Osebold, microbiologist 
the School Veterinary Medicine 
the Davis campus has found that 
this particular strain not only 
highly virulent and highly communi- 
table, but that has unusual 
power invading the bodies rab- 
bits. 

Special tests indicated that the rab- 
bit strain could have come from dairy 
cows and that the strain had previ- 
been subjected antibiotic 
treatment.

California State Department Pub- 
lic Health during the last ten weeks. 

The registration compliance 
with law passed the State Legis- 
lature its 1959 session, which re- 
quires that anyone possessing 
x-ray machine, fluoroscope, other 
source ionizing radiation, includ- 
ing both devices and material, register 
with the Department’s Bureau 
Radiological Health. 


The material and equipment regis- 
tered far include huge nuclear re- 
actors, industrial units 
used detect flaws metal castings, 
tiny radium needles used the treat- 
ment cancer, gauging devices and 
static eliminators manufacturing 
plants, and radioisotopes used re- 
search, well the more numerous 
medical and dental x-ray machines, 
and medical 

Registrants include colleges, air 
lines, museums, mining firms, veter- 
inarians, canneries, addition 
members professions engaged 
the diagnosis and treatment hu- 
man illnesses. 

Any person organization possess- 
ing source ionizing radiation 
should register immediately this 
has not already been done. Forms and

New Regulations for 
Public Swimming Pools 


complete revision the regula- 
tions relating the sanitation, health- 
fulness, and safety public swim- 
ming pools was adopted the Cali- 
fornia State Board Health Sep- 
tember 16, 1960. Adoption the reg- 
ulations culminated several years 
work swimming pool contractors 
and operators, local and State health 
department personnel, and pool equip- 
ment suppliers. 


Almost all the new regulations 
are mandatory, contrast the 
former regulations, many which 
were presented the form recom- 
mendations. 

The new regulations include new 
requirements for pool geometry in- 
cluding the depth water under div- 
ing boards and slope pool bottom 
electrical safety; posting warning 
signs pools where life guard serv- 
ice provided; bacteriological qual- 
ity water, and continuous removal 
surface water for effective scum re- 
moval. 

The new regulations will become ef- 
fective days after submission the 
Secretary State.
